BERLIN, June 14,—Anm enormous meeting of 
Social Democrats was held in the Volxsbrau- 
ere! at Moabit, asuburb of Berlin yesterday. 
The immense bullding was packed to suffoca- 
tion and thousands were unable to obtain ad- 
mission and held overflow meetings near by. 
The meeting was a very excitingonse. The 
speakers freely criticised the Soolalist and la- 
bor policy ofthe Emperor, and the meeting 
finally passed a resolution censuring the 
Kaiser for his labor resoripts. The day was 
passed, the resolution set forth, when Germany 
could be governed by reseripts. The people 
demanded a full and unrestrained share in the 
government of the empire, and it could not 
be with safety denied them. The meeting was 
very noisy, but otherwise orderly. 


Eyraud’s New Tactics. 


HAVANA, June 13.—Eyraud’s new plan ap- 
pears to be to act cheerful and so throw the 
prison officials off their guard. He thinks 
there will be along delay before he is taken 
to France and believes he could escape if he 
had half a chance by feigning sickness, in 
hope of being taken to the hospital. <A report 
of Eyraud’s words and actions is made to the 
detectives daily. who order that there shall 
be no relaxation of the vigilance exercised 
with regard to him. It has been arranged 
that on shipboard he will be confined In a cage 
used for mutineers. He will not be allowed 
tosmoke. About fifty passengers are going 
on the Lafayette. Eyraud says that the o 
cerwho arrested him was unaware of his 
identity or he would not have dared to make 
the arrest. It is believed that he will tell his 
story on the trip to France. 


British Celumbia Elections. 


VicTrori, British Columbia, June l4.—The 
Provincial elections resulted in the Govern- 
ment being sustained by a large majority. 
Victoria returned 3 opposition and 1 Govera- 
ment Representative, the latter being Turner, 
the Finance Minister. The outlying districts 
put the result will probably be 10 Government 
supporters, 2 Independent Government and 4 
Oppositionists.

A short prayer was said by one ef 
the attending ministers, during which the ex- 
ecutioner adjusted the black cap, and at 8:10 
the rope was cut and Smith launched into 
eternity.

AFTER THE CONVENTION. 


THE Sr. LOUIS DELEGATION GREATLY 
CHANGED BEFORE ADJOURNMENT, 
The Powerfal Tnflaence Wielded Over the 
St. Towards the Last by Ed 
Kenna and Phelps—The Mistake of 
Sending Professional Pobticians to State 
Conventions—Judge Burgess Thinks St. 

Leuls Did Nobly by Him. 


The mistake of sending a lot of professional 
politicians to the State Convention from the 
city was never made more evident than at St. 
Joseph this week. The St. Louls delegation 
was composed principally of men who had no 
interest in the nominations to be made, and 
who, in going to the convention, were actu- 
ated only by a desire to increase their po- 
litical prominence in their respective wards. 
The convention had not been opened but a 
very short while before some members ot the 
delegation at once proeseded to disgrace 
themselves and those who were with them. 
They tried to engage the attention 
of the delegates assembled by giving informa- 
tion of certain alleged tricks which had been 
played in perfecting the organization of the 
Eighth Congressional District. The conven- 
tion, however, refused to lose any time in 
settling such squabbles, and would not even 
give any consideration tothe protests made. 

After the first night's session most of the St. 
Louis delegates thought they had enough of 
the convention, and lett for home on the 
morning train. Many more of them went 
away in the evening, and when the conven- 
tion was called to order Thursday night there 
was bardly a corporal’s guard of the original 
delegation left. Maj. Caruth, Daniel O’Con- 
nell Tracy, John W. Drabelle, William C. 
Marshal 1, Ben F. Clark, Ed D. Kenna and 
Jobs O’Day were about the only dele- 
gates of all who attended the conven- 
tion from St. Loule who were at their 
posts from the beginning to theend. O’Day 
and Kenna had special reasons for remaining, 
and the advantage which the absence of the 
elected delegates gave them was used for all 
it was worth. Ed Kenna and Bill Phelps, the 
State Central Committeeman from the 
Twelftth District, worked together, and 
O'Day, while not working with them, worked 
sometimes on the same line. Kenna and 
Phelps had secured a large nuinber of proxies 
from departing delegates and gave them to 
men wno would vote ag they were instructed 
todo. At the time Hickman’s nomination 
was made, through the vote of St. Louis 
principally, the delegation which was sitting 
in the seats reserved for St. Louis was in the 
main unrecognizable even to oid St. Louisans.

The reason which 
was urged lu favor of him being chosen was 
that St. Louie had no show of getting any of 
the offices, and itought to be therefore en- 
titled to the permanent chairmanship of the 
convention. 

Whatever favor was found by the delegation 
from &t. Louis with the country delegation 
was dueina great measure to Maj. D. W. 
Caruth. Several times during the fight for 
Railroad Commissioner and Superintendent 
of Schools, delegates froin different parts of 
the State came over tothe St. Louis delega- 
tion to requestafew votes for their favorites 
to keep them In the race. From Maj. Caruth | 
and afew others they received courteous 
treatment, andthe favorasked was granted 
when it could well de done. Many ofthe 
other delegates, however, or rather the per- 
sons who held proxies from St. Louis, gener- 
ally answered such requests in avery gruff 
and offensive manner and created in conse- 
quence considerable prejudice against the 
city. 

Maj. Caruth, on account of the fact that a 
relative of Judge Burgess was in the Nine- 
teenth Ward delegation, refused to change 
the vote of the ward to any other candidate. 
Martin L. Clardy, Judge Thomas’ principal 
leader, came over once to try and get the 
ward for Thomas, but when the situation was 
explained to him he said that it was perfectly 
proper that the ward should remain for Bur- 
goss until the end. 

o’DAY’S MOVEMENTS. 

The movements of John O'Day occasioned 
agreat deal of conjecture. Nobody knew 
just how he was working in the Supreme 
Judgeship fight untill it was over, and then 
everybody was informed that he had been for 
Gantt. On the Rallroad Commissionership he 
worked for Hermon, principally it was sup- 
posed to down Kenna and Bill Phelps, 
who were working for Hickman.

These were soon 
found to go into circulation and to stay there 
as they passed freely from one hand to 
another in the payment of debts, and all 
tradespeople were only too glad totake them 
in place of personal I. O. U's.’’ Confidence 
in this silver paper money, although backed 
then by only 72 cents of real value, grew day 
by day, and at no time since has there been 
a halt—the rosult is that there is now in circu. 
lation of these money tokens about 300,000,000, 
and the universal ory is still for more, hence 
the present action of Congress favoring legis- 
lation to satisfy the demand. As soon as the 
sentiment became so strong for the Govern- 
ment to create more money for the needs of 
the country, especialiy as full dence 
was established in the silver paper, during 
last winter at least it would have been wise 
and sagacious on the partofthe Secretary to 
have availed of his discretion to increase the 
issue of silver.

THE ion SUPPLY. 

Tue local joe dealers are talking of high 
prices for their luxurious commodity with 
a vigorous confidence which leaves no 
room to doubt that before the summer has 


advanced much further St. Louisans will 


pay dear for solid coolness. They say 
that little ice was put up last winter, and 
the supply is so short in consequence, and 
this supply must be transported such 
great distances, that prices must be high 
in order to leave a margin of profit for 
wholesale and retail dealers. 

The ice situation is probably not so bad 
as the oe dealers would have it appear. 
They are inclined to exaggerate the 
shortness of the supply in order to force 
the margin of profit to the highest notch. 
Several seasons ago when an attempt was 
made to form an ice combine here and to 
force up prices to the gouging point on an 
alleged shortness of supply, the Post- 
DisrPatcH broke up the combine and 
proved conclusively that there was an 
abundance of ice in the market. But the 
situation this year is undoubtedly bad. 
Two successive mild winters have pre- 
vented the packers from replenishing 
their stocks with good ice, and the stock 
on hand is largely in the hands of heavy 
pacrers, whose superior facilities for 
gathering, storing and transporting ice 


give them great advantage over the 


smaller packers, and thus afford oppor- 
tunity for combination. 

The conditions, however, are not hope- 
less if proper steps be taken to meet 
them. The public are dependent upon 
the uncertainties of the weather and the 
monopolistic tendencies of the dealers 
whentheice business should be on the 
sound practical basis of supply regulated 
by manufacture to meet the demand. 
The manufacture of ice is no longer an 
experiment, but a proved success. Itis 
conducted in many Southern cities as any 
other manufacturing business and those 
cities now possess great advantages over 
the cities of the North in having a con- 
stant supply of pure ice. The mdnufac- 
tured ice is fu m, is made in uniform 
blocks and of water the freedom of which 
from impurities may be guaranteed. 
There are splendid opportunities for 
profitable investment in ice plants this 
summer.

names. Under this policy of conscrip- 
tion the list has been reduced to 800. 
After bearing the burden for some time the 
American coloniétse concluded to band to- 
etber and do sometheng to save themselves. 
hey therefore organized what is known us 
the American Colonists’ Protective Associa- 
tion. They have now a healthy organ ization. 
The members are engaged in circulating a 
memorial which is being liberally signed by 
residents, and which will be presented to 
President Diaz through Gen. Torry. The 
protective association has been organized in 
accordance with the laws of Mexico. Settlers 
who tre members of it affirm their loyalty to 
the republic. The memorialists ask that 
President Diaz revoke the grant made to the 
international company on the ground, among 
other things, that it has failed 
to comply with ita agreement 
with the colonists; also that they are con- 
vinced thatthe English have well matured 
plans to bring the American colonists into 
disrepute through a filibustering scheme for 
the purpose of creating prejudice against 
Americans and the American Government, 
with a view to securing full confidence of 
the Mexican Government and finally control- 
ing the peninsula, thereby caining a strong 
strategic polnt ou the Pacific Coast for the 
British Government. 

Gov. Torry admitted knowledge of the

‘*Mexico does not desire to hold the penin- 
sular of Lower Califoruia by force.

It fs 
true that they might have kilicd me and my 
officers, but this sacrifice would have been 
made and iflean help my country by death 
under such circumstances, I will gladiy meet 
it.’

THE WALLS WERE STUFFED. 


Character of the Work Done by San Fran- 
cisco City Hall Contractors. 


Saw FRANCISCO, June 14.—Ata meeting of 
the City Hall Commissioners yesterday Archi- 
teot Wright, appointed to inguire into the 
condition of contract worn performed on the 
walle of the northwest wing of the new City 
Hall, presented his report. He stated that 
forty-three openings had been made in differ- 
ent parts of the wing and one-fourth of these 
were found to be filled with rubbish instead of 
solid. In about one-fifth of the defective 
brick work was also found most serious de- 
fects in four great pieces, supporting heavy 
iron girders and which would have to e 
the weight of 150 tons each. The piers are 
Alled with muy for part of their height aud 
would have to be taken down. An arch was 
also found defective. 

A communication from Contractors McCann 
and Riddell was read in which they expressed 
a willingness to put the work in perfect con- 
dition andelaimed to have information that 
George Hanks, who pointed out the defective 
work of the commissioners, caused two bar- 
rels of@tuffing to be placed in a few separate 
places within the walis and intimated to some 
of his fellow-workmen that he intended to 
profit thereby by selling the information to 
the newspapers. McCann testified that he 
thought $500 would cover the cost necessary 
for repairs. A number of workmen testified 
that Hunks had told them the walls were 
stuffed by him and he intended to make money 
out of the matter.

CHICAGO'S PROBLEM, 


The Proposed Locations for the Werld’s Fair 
Discussed by the People. 


CHIGAGO, III., June l4.—Last night the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the World’s Columbian 
Exposition assembled to hear the report of 
the Committee on Site. Except the Lake 
Front Park, the committee criticised more or 
less all of the half dozen iocalities which have 
been discussed in Chicago for weeks as pos- 
sible places for the fair grounds. Garfield 


Park, the favorite spot on the West Side of 
the city, was deciarea tobe out of the ques- 
tion. The Lake Front, the committee 
held, was the ideal site, bar- 
ring certain legal disabilities which 
were in process of adjustment. More time 
was asked before a final recommendations be 
made. The extension of time was granted, 
and then the Executive Committee listened to 
the representatives of the west and north 
sides of the city, each opposing Jackeon Park, 
the choice of the southern part of the city, 
but agrecing that the Lake Front, enlarged #0 
as to take in the present outer harbor, would 
be thoroughly acceptable. By the ‘‘Lake 
Front’’ is meant the open tract bounded on 
the west by the business part of the elty and 
on the east by the waters of Lake Michigan. 
The idea is to add to this tract a square wile 
of territory to be reclaimed from the lake.

It was all in gold, Mark thinks 
It was in lumps, but he was so very young 
whenhe heard the story that he is not quite 
sure what was ita shape. He remembers, 
bowever, that a strange thing happened on 
the return ofthe two men to the vessel. The 
small boat was caught if the breakers, and 
the captain, who had filled hig belt and his 
pockets with gold, sank Like a lump of lead, 
while King whobad buried his share in the 
sand intending to return .after it, clung to the 
boat and was rescued. King was charged by 
the other sallors with murdering the captain, 
because the captain was known to be an ex- 
cellent swimmer. Of course King could 
not explain that it was the gold in the Cap 
tain’s pockets that caused his death by send- 
ing him to the Dottom, and he was in a dread- 
ful pickle fora time.

In his old age King repeatedly told his wite | 


that he had not made a beginning of a hole in 
the pile of gold the pirates had left, but he 
was too old to go after more himself. He be- 
queathed the chart to his wife and after he 
oined the silent majority the widow came to 
New York and gotsome capitalists interested 


in bunting for the treasure. They were bad 


men. They forgot the widow, the name and 
situation of the treasure island and when she 
offered to sell them the chart ata good round 
sum, with all the right to the treasure, the bad 
men snapped their fingers at ber and said: 
**Go to; we don’t care a snap for your chart; 
we will find the treasure ourselves. But the 
bad men did not. And now Mark, who seems 
to have no fear that he will fall into the hands 
of other similar bad men, but thinks his father 
and mother may be made rich and he need 
not be assistant porter of his brother, a shoe- 
maker, to the students In st. John’s College, 
if somebody will buy the chart, which his fa- 
ther still holds, and find the treasure island 
and the treasure.

Land iu Indiana.

JEFFERSONVILLE, Ind., June 18.—4 peculiar 
sult has just been entered in the Olark Cireult 
Court of this city, which will open .

cent on all manufactured articles, urlag 
occupancy by the present incumbents, it 
claimed, $8,000,000 worth of flour bas been 
manufactured and the town wants its $80,000. 
It is understood tnat the com pany will plead 
limitation, but if that falls the entire ques- 
tion, whether Olarksville is really a portion 
of Indiana will probably be revived. The 
town was under a charter to the soldiers of 
Gen. George Rogers Clark, pores He on until a 
few years ago claimed separate ex 
Indiana. In the treaty df Granyilie it Is 
mentioned separately from the Northwest 
Territory and special privileges are 

ranted. It had at first a self mo ok a te 

oard of trustees, but in 1851 Indiana took 
upon herseif the right to — this and 
leglslate for the little state within the State, 
and its Supreme Court confirmed the act, al- 
though Clarksville objected. 

Once the United States Supreme Court had 
decided that meen the little corporation 
might at one time have been «a sovereign 
State, but it had since slept on its rights too 
long. What a chance there would be for an 
ambitious politician if Clarksville could re- 
ceive her rights. It has only a population of 
1,500. Should the town win its present suit 
then the questiog of statehood may open up 
again, and the Indiana Penitentiary now 
located in the town would have to go.
